Now it is the Uni- 
versity of Michigan that is placed up- 
on the spit and if Jordan is to be be- 
lieved it is more'deeply dyed in pro- 
fessionalism than Chicago, Illinois, or 
Wisconsin, • which have preceded it 
in tho procession over the hot coals.

schools, Jordan does not once come 
out with any direct evidence against 
the Michigan athletes and once more 
there wilf be nothing proved. He cen- 
ters his attack on Coach Yost of the 
football team which just now occu- 
pies the most important place in -west- 
ern athletics.

In acadamic prestige Michigan pays 
handsomely for tho kind, of loyalty 
and college pride she breeds.

The czar 
ot her 'system' smiles, draws a salary 
larger than any professor and the mad 
scramble for victpry goes on."

Would' 'Have Simple Rules. 


In urging upon Dr. White the neces- 


sity for radical changes in 
football 


•rules President Roosevelt said he be- 
lieved emphatically in continuing the 
game. He added: 


"Brutality and foul play, however, 


should receive the same summary 
punishment given to a man who 
cheats at cards, who strikes a foul 
blow in boxing. • The umpire must 
have the widest latitude in enforcing 
this principle, even to the extent of 
ordering not only individual players 
but whole teams off the field, and col- 
lege presidents should hold to the 
sharpest accountability the umpire 
who permits foul or brutal football in 
any game. 


"We want simple rules, not compli- 


cated rules, because complicated rules 
offer too many loopholes. 


Asks Authorities to Act. 


"The responsible authorities of the 


several colleges whose teams • play to- 
gether should have what may be called 
a gentlemen's agreement among them- 
selves that these rules shall bo en- 
forced in spirit as well as in letter, 
each being held responsible for what 
goes on in his own college, and each

people of Panama what the 4th of 
July is to us Americans, their natal 
birthday. 
This year the event was 


made doubly interesting by the ar- 
rival of Secretary Taft and party on 
November 2d, which enabled them to 
add to the interesting events of the 
three day's celebration. Last year I 
was stationed at Ancon hospital at 
this time of the. 
celebration and 


wrote at some length, describing the 
festivities. 
This year's was a repiti- 


tion of that of last with two or three 
receptions in lionor of Secretary Taft 
added. 
There were the bull fights 


(only the bulls would not fight) the 
masquerading, the dancing and the 
fireworks in the evening the' same 
as that of last year. Being in the 
Colon hospital this year, I could not 
attend the festivities at Panama, but 
was told by those who did 
attend, 


Ihat there were no new features in 
their manner of celebrating. 
To us 


who are used to the deafening racket 
of explosions, tin horns, whistles,and 
everything which makes a noise, to 
be used in adding vim to the celebra- 
tion, the feeble attempts 
of

people is pathetic. 
On one of

three days of the .celebration .a pro- 
cession of fifty or more masked fig- 
ures went past the hospital and the 
only announcement we had of it was 
a feeble beat of a drum, a mouth or- 
gan and a home-manufactured fiddle. 
Not a tin horn or a bell or a fire- 
cracker, and not even a shout or any 
demonstration on the 
part of the 


maskers or of the arraj- of small boys 
who followed on behind. 
It 
might 


have beeu a funeral procession for all 
the noise that eminated from .it, 


It was the same over town where 


all the festivities were held. Colon, 
too, had its daily bull-fight, only the 
bulls wouldn't' fight. They seem to 
have more sense than the people. A 
drive around the enclosure where-the 
bull-fight was held, disclosed a quiet, 
orderly crowd, mostly of colored peo- 
ple. 
There was no outward expres- 


sion of enthusiasm and no manifes- 
tation of abandonment to 
pleasure 


as is always present with us on such 
occasions. 
I wondered what 
they 


would think if their natal clay should 
be celebrated as our's is. 
Perhaps 


however, they are the wiser of the 
two, at least for this climate. 


AH work was abandoned for the 


three days of the. celebration, and the 
natives devoted themselves to pleas- 
lire in. their quiet way. 
There were 


no quarrels or street fights, no drunl 
enness to speak of compared with, 
what would have been in evidence, I 
fear, if It were a three days' celebra- 
tion in the states. 


I have come to the conclusion that 


the Panamaians know how to enjoy 
life in a much more comfortable way 
than we Americans do. On Monday, 
November 6, the American citizens of 
Cristobal gave a reception to Secre- 
tary Taft an the De Lessups mansion.
